COMPLEX legal 
arguments took 
place at Cardiff 
Civil Justice Court 
this week where the 
Vale ‘Flying Vet’ is 
suing South Wales 
Police. 

Maurice Kirk, 65, for¬ 
merly of St Donats, is 
claiming that officers 
were involved in a con¬ 
spiracy against him, 
which is being strenu¬ 
ously denied by the 
authorities. 

Lloyd Williams QC, 
representing the police, 
has embarked on legal 
arguments concerning 
the validity of the allega¬ 
tions, which are expect¬ 
ed to last up to four 
days. 

Following this. Judge 
Anthony Seys-Llewellyn 
will adjudicate on the 
matter, in what is 
expected to be a lengthy 
judgement. 

If the hearing pro¬ 
ceeds, it is estimated to 
last up to 10 weeks. 

Mr Kirk’s allegations 
date from as far back as 
1993. 

The costs of the hear¬ 
ing, if it should run for 
10 weeks, have been 
estimated at more than 
£800,000. 

Mr Kirk, who 
appeared in court on 
crutches, is representing 
himself.

I N response to

James, ‘head of 
customer service’, 
at Cardiff Airport I 
would suggest that 
the term ‘customer 
service’ in her job 
description is some¬ 
what of a mis¬ 
nomer. {GEM letters 
recently). 

Perhaps I could make 
the following points to 
Ms James. 

I’ve just completed a 
couple of round trips to 
the Middle and Far East, 
visiting some 10 air¬ 
ports; and guess what? 
All of them provided 
reasonable access for 
drop-off without charge. 

Travelling has long 
since ceased to be a 
pleasure. As the travel¬ 
ling public (your cus¬ 
tomers) we genuinely 
feel that the worst part of 
the journey is at the air¬ 
ports, where we are 
increasingly being treat¬ 
ed like cattle (“Move up 
the line. Hurry up...”). 

And yes, we do know 
that it’s all for our own 
good. I applaud the 
efforts of the authorities 
to make our life safer by 


ensuring that it becomes 
more difficult for us to 
gain access to their 
premises; but I still do 
not see why a £1 charge 
should apply? 

I don’t wish to drive 
into the airport building, 

I just want to get reason¬ 
ably close to the 
entrance - especially in 
inclement weather. 

Why do we have to 
pay for your investment 
in improving your secu¬ 
rity and your signage - 
because other airports in 
the UK are starting to, so 
let’s rip off our cus¬ 
tomers as well? 

No amount of urging 
me to contact the airport 
authorities and leave a 
message and contact 
number alters the fact 
that I did, indeed, do so 
on July 26 and that, four 
weeks later, I have still 
had no response. 

I leave Ms James with 
this last thought: I’m 
sure that at the end of all 
the improvements, you’ll 
have a very fine airport. 

But, just for once, 
could you not think in 
terms of ‘customer satis¬ 
faction’ rather than ‘cus¬ 
tomer service’?

‘Lack of vision and poor decision making’ 

Why Barry compares 
so poorly to Weston 


I RECENTLY 
had the pleasure 
of visiting 
Weston-Super- 
Mare, having not 
paid a visit for a 
number of years. 

It was great to see the 
investment in improve¬ 
ments in the sea front 
and facilities, along with 
the real pride that is 
being taken in develop¬ 
ments. 

In contrast, this expe¬ 
rience hammered home 
to me how much both 
Barry generally, and 
Barry Island specifically, 
have just stood still 
while our English neigh¬ 
bours have pushed for¬ 
ward on development for 
tourism. 

Since the doors of our 
once-popular holiday 
camp slammed shut, 
tourism for Barry Island 
has stood in a time warp. 
The fair ground, while 
being great at the time, 
hasn’t changed. It now 


stands as a shadow of its 
former self, no longer 
able to compete with the 
next generation of theme 
parks as a result of the 
constraints imposed on it 
such as site size, lack of 
opportunity for expan¬ 
sion and investment. 

Even the opportunities 
to capitalise on the suc¬ 
cess of Gavin and Stacey 
have not yet been fully 
realised. 

Where the holiday 
camp once stood domi¬ 
nating the headland, 
houses were erected. 
Although this may be 
desirable for some, it has 
done nothing more than 
assist in Barry slowly 
but surely being viewed 
as a suburb of Cardiff. 
Barry, it seems, is not 
only in decline but is 
now slowly losing its 
identity. 

I ask myself what has 
happened to our once 
great town which was 
considered by many to 
be better than places

such as Weston. Why 
are we so far behind 
now? Where has the 
money and investment 
been going during the 
past decade? 

It is not a surprise 
then that many are losing 
faith in traditional poli¬ 
tics. Hearing the recent 
plight of Coun Richard 
Bertin and others who 
have followed traditional 
political persuasions will 
do nothing but add to 
this apathy. Similar 
trends can be seen across 
the UK, with the move 
away from political 
dominance towards 
coalition governments. 

At a local level this 
raises many questions 
including: Why are 
those who we supported 
with our votes to repre¬ 
sent our views not doing 
so? Why are they wast¬ 
ing their energy on triv¬ 
ial issues and in-fighting 
while not achieving their 
hollow promises? Is it 
time for a change? 

It appears that tradi¬ 
tional politics and the 
machines that drive them 
have resulted in a lack of 


vision and poor decision 
making over a long peri¬ 
od of time. If we are 
going to address this we 
need to focus on Barry 
and do what makes 
sense, not what politics 
dictate. An independent 
viewpoint free from the 
chains that constrain tra¬ 
ditional politics appears 
the only viable way to 
achieve in this climate. 

Despite the recent 
decision to make Barry a 
Strategic Regeneration 
Area with a promise of 
an investment of £9m, 
yet again it seems that 
plans for redevelopment 
are are on hold while 
council leaders and offi¬ 
cials go back to the 
drawing board. 

How many times have 
such plans been drawn 
up during the past ten 
years only to be shelved? 

The question still 
remains ‘why has Barry 
and Barry Island been 
allowed to go from one 
of the top resorts to just 
a mediocre resort?’

Vale MP shares 
concerns over 
shop closures 


CONCERN about 
the closure of small 
shops in 

Cowbridge, which 
was expressed in a 
letter to The GEM 
last week, is shared 
by Vale MP Alun 
Cairns. 

The anonymous letter- 
writer lamented the loss 
of so many small shops 
in the town and linked 
the closures to increases 
in rent being imposed by 
landlords. 

Mr Cairns stated that 
the biggest burden now 
being placed on all busi¬ 
nesses, including small 
shops, was the increase 
in business rates that 
came into effect this 
year. This was highlight¬ 
ed by Mr Cairns when 
the increases were being 
drafted by the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 

He said that rent lev¬ 
els were related to rate¬ 
able values in some 
cases, and that Assembly 
Government increases 
were forcing small shops 
to close. 

“The risk is either 
boarded up shops or a 
town full of chain stores. 
Clearly not all are bad, 
but the appeal of 
Cowbridge is partly 
formed by the independ¬ 
ent shops. 

“The Welsh Assembly 
Government has hit 
traders with a double 
whammy - an increase 
in the actual business 
rates, plus a revaluation 
of rateable values, which 
also produced a rise in 
the amount demanded. 

“That should have 
been deferred until the 
economy is stronger. We 
could end up with a 
High Street full of chain 
stores.” 


Mr Cairns said that 
areas like Cowbridge, 
which had high rateable 
values, would have been 
disproportionately hit by 
both increases. He said 
that there was also an 
unintended consequence 
of the revaluation. 

Although there was a 
rate relief scheme, it was 
nowhere near as effec¬ 
tive as the one in 
England, which was 
helping businesses to 
survive. 

He continued: “I was 
very active when the 
rates increase was being 
considered at the 
Assembly in calling for 
it to be deferred, but the 
government refused to 
listen. Now, it is the 
businesses that are pay¬ 
ing the price and towns 
like Cowbridge are los¬ 
ing out.” 

Mr Cairns insisted he 
would be repeating his 
calls for WAG to bring 
in a more effective relief 
scheme to provide 
much-needed help in the 
short term. 

Mr Cairns warned that 
there was a risk that the 
only businesses able to 
pay the high rents and 
rates in Cowbridge 
would be chain stores 
and multiples. 

“If they start to move 
in, Cowbridge will lose 
its unique character and 
the High Street could 
become like hundreds of 
others.” 

The GEM can confirm 
that the store Viyella, 
part of the Austin Reed 
group, has set a provi¬ 
sional opening date of 
October 28, in the Quills 
premises. 

Also, Farthings is set 
to re-open soon - 
renamed as the ‘Quarter 
Penny Cafe’.

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Monastic scholar is 
new Llantwit rector 


THE new rector of 
Llantwit Major has 
fulfilled a major 
ambition by being 
appointed to the 
ancient church, dat¬ 
ing back to Celtic 
times. 

Rev Huw Butler, who 
hails originally from the 
Rhymney Valley, had 
been working in the St 
Asaph diocese in north 
Wales for 10 years when 
he saw the vacancy for 
Llantwit advertised in the 
Church Times. 

He said: “I had said 
some years ago that this 
would be the only parish 
in south Wales that I 
would be interested in, so 
when it came up, I was in 
a bit of a quandary, 
because my path in north 
Wales seemed well 
defined. 

“Coming to Llantwit 
has meant going off at a 
complete tangent and in a 
different direction.” 

However, he had no 
hesitation in accepting 
the post as rector and is 
in charge of a rectorial 
benefice centred on 
Llantwit, but covering a 
wide area, including St 
Athan, Llanmaes, St 
Donat’s, Monknash and 
Wick. 

In all, he has nine 
churches under his pas¬ 
toral care and heads a 
team of three - Vicar 
Melanie Prince, and non 


stipendiary priest David 
Boult. The third position 
of curate is vacant at 
present and is being 
advertised. 

Mr Butler was attract¬ 
ed to Llantwit because of 
his interest in St Illtud, 
who founded the church, 
the monastic community 
which lived there, and 
the university. 

“I was lured back by 
the draw of Illtud,” he 
explained. “I have just 
done a masters degree at 
Lampeter in monastic 
spirituality, which is epit¬ 
omised by St Illtud and 
by the community he 
founded here.” 

Mr Butler is very keen 
to see the Galilee Chapel 
developed into a centre 
for visitors. Grants for 
funding are being sub¬ 
mitted at the moment and 
if approved, will enable 
the church to properly 
house its important col¬ 
lection of Celtic crosses, 
and also enable them to 
mount an exhibition 
devoted to the history of 
the church and the 
monastery. 

He said: “I am con¬ 
scious that Llantwit 
draws in a lot of visitors 
attracted by St Illtud, but 
there is not a lot for them 
to see and do once they 
arrive. Having the 
Galilee Chapel develop¬ 
ment will give a focal 
point for the very exten¬ 
sive ancient history of 


this community, which is 
one of the oldest 
Christian settlements in 
Britain. It pre-dates Iona 
and Lindisfarne, which 
are much more famous.” 

He said that tourism 
related to Llantwit’s 
ancient past could pro¬ 
vide an economic boost 
for the area by drawing in 
visitors, and creating 
spin-off trade for local 
businesses. 

Asked about the possi¬ 
ble King Arthur connec¬ 
tion to the area. Rev 
Butler said he had no 
knowledge of the details, 
but said that Glastonbury 
had done very well from 
alleged links to King 
Arthur, and the same 
could happen for 
Llantwit. 

Mr Butler comes from 
Pengam where his par¬ 
ents still live. He went to 
Bangor University to 
study electrical engineer¬ 
ing in the 1980s and 
while there, the college 
chaplain was Barry 
Morgan, who is now the 
Archbishop of Wales. 

Mr Butler was brought 
up a baptist, attending 
chapel with his parents, 
but switched to the 
church when his older 
sister started attending 
when he was about nine 
and he went with her. 

He worked for some 
years in engineering for 
AB Electronics and later 
for Panasonic. 


In the meantime, he 
met his wife Pat who is 
from Edwardsville near 
Merthyr, and they lived 
initially in Llantwit 
Eardre and later 
Treharris. They have two 
children - Eliese and 
Adam. 

In 1992, Mr Butler felt 
an overwhelming call to 
join the church and took 
a degree in theology at St 
Michael’s College, 
Llandaff. He was 
ordained in 1995 and 
coincidentally, went as a 
curate to Llantwit Eardre. 

“We ended up living in 
the same street we had 
lived earlier,” he said. 
“Pat trained as a nurse at 
East Glamorgan Hospital 
and later worked at the 
Royal Glamorgan.” 

He then moved north 
to Llanbedr Dyffyn 
Clwyd where he served 
for 10 years. The parish 
was adjacent to the town 
of Ruthin, and he was in 
charge of a group of five 
parishes. 

Mr Butler has made a 
in-depth study of monas- 
ticism in Wales and said 
that after St Illtud’s orig¬ 
inal monastery declined, 
the Normans moved into 
the area, rebuilt the 
church and set up a 
Benedictine order of 
monks there. 

These were the black 
robed monks and they 
remained there until the 
dissolution of the monas-

teries in the 1530s by 
Henry VIII. 

He explained: “There 
has been more than 1,500 
years of Christian wor¬ 
ship at this place and I 
am proud to be part of 
that tradition. I have been 
in the parish since June 
and I have had a wonder¬ 
ful welcome from every¬ 
one. We feel very much 
at home.” 

Both the couple’s chil¬ 
dren live elsewhere - 
Eliese in Essex and 
Adam is studying in 
Liverpool University. 

“Coming back was a 
life-changing decision,” 
he said. “I still have fam¬ 
ily in Pengam so it’s nice 
to be close to them. 

“South Wales is also 
the place that I am from. 
It’s great to be back in 
Llandaff diocese, and I 
am looking forward to 
meeting up again with 
former colleagues.” 

Mr Butler said that he 
was used to working in 
multiple churches and 
would be visiting them 
all on a rota, although his 
main focus would be St 
Illtud’s. 

He does not speak 
Welsh but is able to con¬ 
duct the monthly Welsh 
eucharists which have 
been started up in 
Monknash. 

He concluded: “This 
is a challenging position, 
especially with the 
Galilee project to get off 
the ground and we also 
have other things in hand 
like youth projects. 

“I am looking forward 
to working with local 
organisations and indi¬ 
viduals to make Llantwit 
a better place in many 
different ways.”

Eor example, Allen Tempest recent¬ 
ly emailed from Queensland, 
Australia, having come across some 
postcards of the Cowbridge area sent 
to his wife’s grandmother (Miss 
Maude Sims in Victoria), around 1913 
from a ‘Robert’. 

They are mostly of Penllyn, where 
this Robert would seem to have lived, 
but one is of St Mary’s (Holy Cross) 
church and another of St Hilary. 


A third, reproduced above, shows a 
crowded paddle steamer on the Wye at 
Chepstow. 

No-one in this Australian family has 
ever travelled to the UK, and Mr 
Tempest is wondering who the Robert 
was, and whether the buildings shown 
on the post cards still exist. 

He is intrigued now to visit the 
Vale. The post cards, having been 
copied for our local history records, 
will be handed over to the Glamorgan 
Record Office for professional storage 
in its new home at Leckwith, Cardiff. 

Similarly, a large amount of original 
archive material from the former 
Cowbridge Grammar School and 
Girls’ High School has been trans¬ 
ferred to the Glamorgan Record 
Office. It will gradually be sorted and 
catalogued there, and then be available 
to visit. 

It is so interesting and important for 
future generations to preserve such 
records. If you have any item you feel 
is worth sharing, that can be copied if 
it is not being donated, please get in 
touch with me on 01446 773373, or 
come along to the Local History Room 
on a Wednesday morning.

Huw Vaughan Williams, 
aged 50 years 


F amily, friends and 
neighbours attended 
the funeral of the 
late Huw Vaughan 
Williams, which took 
place at St Mary Hill 
church on Wednesday, 
September 1.

In his spare time, he 
enjoyed helping his father in 
the butcher’s shop, where he 
learned the many skills of 
butchering and where he 
became very popular with all 
the customers. 

During his teenage years, he 
joined Maendy YFC and took 
part as chairman and secre¬ 
tary. 

Huw took part in many of 
the club’s activities, and many 
of his friends attended his 
funeral to say their final 
farewell. 

Huw’s health deteriorated 
in 1996 when he suffered kid¬ 
ney failure and was on dialysis 
for three and a half years. 

In 1999, he was fortunate to 
receive a kidney transplant, 
and 18 months ago he opted to 
have a pancreas transplant, 
which meant he no longer 
needed to inject himself. 

He became a ‘befriender; at 
the University Hospital of 


Wales to provide help to 
patients awaiting transplants. 

Sadly, in the last month, he 
developed complications 
which, despite the tremendous 
efforts of the medical staff at 
the Heath, he was unable to 
overcome. 

Huw always had a positive 
approach to life, full of enthu¬ 
siasm and good humour. He 
was a tower of strength to his 
extended family with his many 
contacts in every conceivable 
field. 

It was a standing family 
joke on any subject, if in 
doubt, ask Huw! 

The sad but beautiful serv¬ 
ice was conducted by Rev 
Canon Val Hamer and Canon 
Peter Raikes. 

The thoughts of the commu¬ 
nity at this time are with 
Huw’s mother Lynda, his 
brother Gareth, and his fami¬ 
ly. The service was followed by 
interment in the graveyard.

numbers of taxi drivers, 
the council should con¬ 
sider introducing a cap¬ 
ping system. 

Stan Harkus of Street 
Cars in Barry told The 
GEM: “The council are 
treating us like a cash 
cow. I understand there 
were 167 objections to 
the raising of fees.” 

Taxi drivers had a 
meeting with the Vale 
Council on Tuesday, 
September 7 at which 
they raised their con¬ 
cerns at rising costs. 

The Vale Council said 
that its licensing com¬ 
mittee met on 
September 7 to consider 
proposals to increase 
fees and charges in rela¬ 
tion to the licensing of 
Hackney Carriages and 
private hire vehicles and 
operators and that “the 
matter has been deferred 
pending the provision of 
further information”. 

The council pointed 
out that the increase has 
been proposed to reduce 
the ‘cost burden’ of the 
council's vehicle licens¬ 


ing activities on local 
taxpayers. 

Council head of pub¬ 
lic protection, Alun 
Billinghurst, said: “The 
council is currently sub¬ 
sidising the service at a 
level that is not sustain¬ 
able. Also, to ensure 
public safety, the Vale 
Council, in common 
with most other coun¬ 
cils, requires licensed 
drivers to pass a Group 
2 standard medical. This 
is not necessarily an 
annual requirement - it 
is required when a new 
licence is granted; then 
when a driver reaches 
45 years of age it is 
required every five 
years until the driver’s 
65 th birthday when it 
becomes an annual 
requirement. 

“The costs of these 
medicals are outside the 
control of the council. 
The council acknowl¬ 
edges that there is a 
variation in taxi licens¬ 
ing fees across local 
authorities.”

‘Friends’ 
challenge 
Barry plant 


BARRY and Vale 
Friends of the Earth 
say they plan to 
mount a legal chal¬ 
lenge to a planning 
inspector’s decision 
allowing a wood- 
fuelled energy plant 
to be built in the 
town. 

In July, the inspector 
allowed an appeal by 
Sunrise Renewables 
Limited which sought 
permission to build a 
nine mega-watt facility 
at Woodham Road. 

Keith Stockdale told 
The GEM: “Barry and 
Vale Friends of the Earth 
think the attempt to 
bring a major industrial 
plant onto the dock must 
be stopped. 

“It will sabotage the 
aspirations to upgrade 
the town-side part of the 
dock for modern mixed 
residential, recreation 
and light-industry use. 

“The Dock 

Incinerators Action 
group has secured legal 


advice on good 
prospects for a legal 
challenge to the inspec¬ 
tor's decision to overturn 
the counciTs refusal of 
planning consent for the 
waste-wood incinerator 
on Woodham Road.” 

Mr Stockdale said the 
legal challenge would be 
on technical grounds, 
and would address “the 
failure to secure 
Environmental Impact 
Assessment in compli¬ 
ance with the legisla¬ 
tion 

Sunrise welcomed the 
inspector’s decision in 
July to allow the plant 
and a spokesman point¬ 
ed out: “This facility will 
provide a significant 
investment for Barry, 
create additional 

employment opportuni¬ 
ties -50 construction 
and 25 permanent jobs - 
and crucially assist the 
Welsh Assembly's plans 
to reduce Wales’ green¬ 
house emissions. ”

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Coffee and cake as 
the swarm-busters 
do their hard work! 


NEWS FROM 
FONMON APIARY 


MY mention of 
‘swarming’ in my 
previous article 
stated that it should 
have peaked. 

The exception to the 
rule can and did happen. 
Barbara and I were called 
out to a swarm that had 
established itself in a tall 
privet hedge, and it had 
been there for some days 
as honeycomb building 
was under way. 

The lady who called 
us provided a wonderful 
ladder and platform 
assembly, which gave us 
very good access to the 
bees. Some cutting away 
of the hedge was needed 
to allow a straw skep 
(basket) to be inserted, 
then further judicious 
snipping here and there 


meant that the majority 
of the bees could be 
placed into the skep. 

On collecting a 
swarm, if you get the 
queen into your skep, 
you can be assured that 
the rest of the bees will 
follow. Why is this? The 
queen gives off a 
pheromone (chemical 
signal) that holds the 
swarm together. Where 
she goes the bees will 
follow! 

Removing the skep 
from the hedge and put¬ 
ting it onto the platform, 
a cover was put on leav¬ 
ing a small gap to give 
the bees access. 

Proof that the queen 


was in there was soon 
evident, as bees could be 
seen leaving the hedge 
and entering our basket. 
This process took about 
an hour, which passed 
with coffee and cake, 
plus Barbara explaining 
about the swarming and 
honeybees in general to 
the lady and her friends. 

On our departure, 
some bees were left 
behind (not many). These 
are foragers which are, of 
course, away when you 
remove the swarm. You 
try to remove the swarm 
late in the day to allow as 
many bees as possible to 
return. Will there be any 
more? 

Now is the time to 
look to the needs of your 
bees and to prepare for 
the winter to come. 
Treatment for Varroa is 
essential. Barbara and I 
have already begun to do 
this using Apiguard. It is 
supplied in a foil contain¬ 
er and is in gel form. 

This is a two-stage 
process. Your first con¬ 
tainer should be checked 
after two weeks and by 
this time the bees, who 
do not like foreign sub¬ 
stances in the hive, will 
have removed most if not 
all of it. 


The removal of the 
Apiguard by the bees 
means that they do get it 
onto their bodies, and 
any mites on them also 
get it onto their bodies. 
This effects their mouth- 
parts and stops them 
from feeding leading to 
their death. 

The second container 
is now used and can be 
left in a little longer, if 
required. It is a very 
effective treatment as can 
be seen on an inspection 
of the board or tray 
beneath the mesh floor of 
the hive (dead mites). 

Another essential at 
this time of the year is to 
check that the bees have 
enough stores (i.e. 
honey) to see them 
through the coming win¬ 
ter. If they do not, the 
shortfall can be made up 
by feeding them syrup 
(liquid sugar) which 
they will readily accept 
and make use of. 

Later on in the year, I 
shall apply a further mite 
control treatment using 
heated oxalic acid crys¬ 
tals. There is a method of 
using oxalic acid mixed 
with liquid sugar, but I do 
not like to use it, as I con¬ 
sider it too invasive. My 
next article will explain 
the application of both 
systems in greater detail.

Steam Locomotive 9466 has 
returned to its home in Barry 



GREAT Western pannier 
tank locomotive 9466, 
famously rescued from Dai 
Woodam’s historic Barry 
Scrapyard, returned to 
Barry last weekend as part 
of the town’s Waterfront 
Festival. 

The locomotive, in far better 
condition now than when it left 
the town, was operating steam 
services for families at the Barry 
Rail Centre between Barry 
Waterfront and Barry Island. 

Barry Rail Centre managing 
director. Dr Mark Lang, said: “I 
am delighted that 9466 has been 
able to join us in Barry this year 
for this important weekend. At the 
end of the summer, we have oper¬ 
ated services every weekend 
between Barry Waterfront and 


Barry Island. 

“Many local families and visi¬ 
tors to the town enjoyed their visit 
to the Barry Rail Centre and their 
trip on 9466.” 

Loco 9466 was one of the loco¬ 
motives in the famous Barry 
scrapyard during the 1960s until it 
was rescued in 1975, and it is the 
first of many restored former 
Barry scrapyard locos that The 
Cambrian Group, custodians of 
the Barry Rail Centre, hope to 
bring to Barry. 

Cambrian Group chairman, 
John Buxton, said: “Over the last 
few months, we have been work¬ 
ing to improve the Barry Rail 
Centre, dealing with a backlog of 
repair and maintenance on the 
site. We are working to make 
good urgent repairs to the railway 
infrastructure, and to improve the 
visitor facilities and the general 


appearance of the centre. This 
work will continue.”

THIS week saw the opening of the new and 
refurbished Cowbridge Comprehensive 
School - and The GEM had a sneak pre¬ 
view of the new ‘school for the 21st 
Century’. 

Staff returning after their summer break were 
delighted with their new accommodation, which fea¬ 
tures full ICT capabihty in all areas, state-of-the-art 
facilities for all specialist classrooms and drama, music 
and PE facilities which will be among the best avail¬ 
able in a school setting. 

The school’s headteacher, Mrs Margaret Evans, 
said: “I am delighted that at last we have school prem¬ 
ises which do justice to the efforts and enthusiasm of 
our students and the commitment and dedication of 
our staff. 

“This is a school of which we can be, justifiably, 
very proud. I am very grateful to the Vale Council, the 
Welsh Assembly Government and all the contractors 
and other supporters for bringing our plans to fruition. 

“I am looking forward to seeing the reactions of stu¬ 
dents to their new surroundings when they return to 
school later this week”. 

The opening of the new premises marks the culmi¬ 
nation of a very successful year for the school. Just a 
few weeks ago, year-11 students achieved the best set 
of key stage four results ever recorded by the school, 
with 94 per cent of students achieving the equivalent 
of five or more A* to C grades, and an overall A* to G 
pass rate of 99.5 per cent. 

THE GEM’S TOUR 

THE most striking thing about walking 
around the massive new school building at 
Cowbridge Comprehensive is just how light 
and airy it feels. 

There are none of the long dark corridors that you 
see in some pubhc buildings. Walkways are relatively 
short, and they curve around the buildings, with bal¬ 
conies and windows and plenty of daylight. 

The sports hall is massive, and should be popular 
with sports clubs from around the Vale, while the 
dance studio, for instance, is a breath-taking facility. 

The classrooms again, are bright, light and very hi- 
tech. Computers are everywhere, and even the school’s 
signing in and dinner money systems are going to be 
on ‘smart cards’. 

Visitors will enter the school via a bridge, and the 
main reception is on the middle floor of three. Stairs 
and balconies then take pupils around the school to 
their classrooms. 

In effect, the sports hall is in the centre of the build¬ 
ing, with walkways circling it. 

The school is also delighted with its new school 
hall, with perfect lighting, a stage for school produc¬ 
tions, and a hi-tech sound system. 

Our tour was just a sneak preview, and even the staff 
are still finding their way around, but it is blindingly 
obvious that Cowbridge has been given a stunning 
school building!

Keeping local justice 
in the Vale to help 
serve the community 


O VER the 
past few 
weeks I have 
been developing my 
response to oppose 
the proposal to 
close the 

Magistrates Court 
in Barry. 

The consultation 
period closes on 
Monday, September 15, 
so it is not too late for 
concerned individuals, 
organisations and agen¬ 
cies to make their views 
known. 

My response is avail¬ 
able on my website and I 
want to take the opportu¬ 
nity in my GEM column 
this week to lay out my 
key objections which are 
widely reflected by all 
those who play a role in 
serving, supporting and 
engaging with our local 
justice system here in 
the Vale. 

As well as consulting 
with the magistrates and 
court staff, Victim 
Support and organisa¬ 
tions like Atal y Ero, 
which provides services 
to tackle domestic abuse 
in the Vale, I have circu¬ 
lated a petition which 
has received widespread 
support and will be pre¬ 
sented to the HMCS this 
week with my submis¬ 
sion against closure. 

The Vale Court is one 
of highest performing 
courts in Wales and 
England, open five days 
a week, providing a full 
range of court business 
including adult, youth, 
family and domestic vio¬ 
lence courts. 

It also deals with TV 
licence, HM Customs 
and Excise, British 
Transport prosecutions, 
as well as all the fines 
relating to council tax, 
DVLA and DRR. 

There has been con¬ 
siderable public capital 
investment in the court 
over recent years to 
ensure that the best facil¬ 
ities and highest stan¬ 
dards of security are 
available to victims and 
witnesses. 

On a recent visit, I 
viewed the £1.9m 
investment which 
included a new lift and 
hearing loop facilities to 
meet disability discrimi¬ 
nation legislation 
requirements, as well as 
other important refur- 
bishments. 

The family court is 
designed to ensure the 
most sensitive and 
appropriate arrange¬ 


ments for witnesses, 
especially children and 
families. 

It is also one of the 
few courts in Wales and 
England which provides 
dedicated entrances for 
witnesses and victims. 

In my response, I 
have pointed to the need 
for a dedicated court to 
serve the diverse con¬ 
stituency of the Vale. 

Situated in Barry, 
which is the largest town 
in Wales, the Welsh 
Index of Deprivation 
highlights a number of 
Barry wards as among 
the most deprived in 
Wales. 

The need for invest¬ 
ment has been recog¬ 
nised by the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
with the recent granting 
of Strategic 

Regeneration Status for 
the benefit of the whole 
town to improve eco¬ 
nomic and social well 
being. Community safe¬ 
ty will play a key part in 
that investment. 

With unemployment 
in the Vale at the end of 
last year at 4,400 (up by 
500 from last year) and 
around 80 per cent of 
defendants not in work, I 
am concerned that court 
attendance (in Cardiff or 
Bridgend) would 
become a major prob¬ 
lem, with a subsequent 
rise in arrest warrants for 
defendants, and difficul¬ 
ties for witnesses to 
access the courts. 

I have also made the 
point that the rural Vale 
will suffer from this pro¬ 
posed closure, with 
many people living in 
rural villages not having 
access to a car and rely¬ 
ing on more infrequent 
public transport. The 
consultation brief asks 
about ‘the challenges of 
rural access’ and states 
‘We need to ensure that 
local communities, 
including those in rural 
areas, have access to a 
court and we seek views 
on this’. 

My response is that 
the Vale Magistrates 
Court is ideally situated 
to administer local jus¬ 
tice to the residents of 
the Vale, urban and 
rural. 

The magistrates are 
drawn from across the 
Vale and are representa¬ 
tive of the diversity of 
the communities they 
serve. 

The Vale is the strate¬ 
gic authority responsible 
for transport links, the 
provision of social serv¬ 


ices and community 
safety as well as regen¬ 
eration and well-being, 
and the location of the 
court to serve all its citi¬ 
zens is ideally placed in 
the centre of population 
and the main town of 
Barry. 

The closure of the 
Magistrates Court would 
mean the Vale would be 
the only local authority 
in Wales without a court¬ 
house! 

There are many other 
points to be made in 
opposing the closure, but 
I would like to conclude 
this column by stressing 
the importance of the 
Domestic Violence 
Court. 

In 2008, the Vale 
Magistrates Court was 
awarded specialist 
‘domestic violence court 
status’ and it has proved 
critical in ensuring jus¬ 
tice for domestic vio¬ 
lence victims. 

There are 1,800 inci¬ 
dents of domestic vio¬ 
lence recorded each year 
in the Vale, although we 
know a great deal more 
is unrecorded. 

Earlier this week, the 
Social Justice Minister, 
Carl Sargeant AM, visit¬ 


ed Barry, which included 
a meeting with Atal y 
Ero where we discussed 
our concerns about the 
proposed closure. 

He has already written 
to the Secretary of State 
to express our concerns 
in the Welsh Assembly 
Government about the 
proposed court closures 
in Wales, and said that 
the evidence given to 
him about the role and 
contribution the domes¬ 
tic violence court in 
Barry was very impor¬ 
tant in the submissions 
we are making.

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St Cyres battles 
a flood to get 
pupils to school! 


ST CYRES Comprehensive 
School in Penarth was forced 
to close on the opening two 
days of the autumn term after 
it suffered a flood. 

The headteacher of the school, Dr 
Jonathan Hicks, praised the Vale 
Property Services team for their hard 
work in preparing the premises to wel¬ 
come back pupils just days after a 
teaching and administration block had 
been drenched from top to bottom. 

On Monday, a training day for staff. 
Dr Hicks was woken by a call at 7am 
in the morning with the news that the 
school had flooded. 

He explained: “A pipe had burst 
high up in a block which houses the 
maths, science and geography depart¬ 
ments, and had cascaded down one 


side of the block. 

“Seven classrooms and offices have 
been affected, and there was half an 
inch of water in the corridors.” 

Dr Hicks pointed out that the events 
of early this week illustrated the need 
for up to date facilities, adding: “We 
can’t keep patching up the building for 
much longer.” 

The power and water supplies were 
cut off while the council got to work 
on the building. 

The St Cyres site at Dinas Powys 
was open as normal this week. 

A phased reopening was planned for 
today, Thursday, September 9. Parents

AM’s victory 
for the blue 
badge holders 

VALE MP Alun Cairns claims 
that he has won the first battle in 
a war to gain longer blue badge 
periods for disabled motorists. 

Mr Cairns said that he was 
approached by a constituent complaining 
that the blue badges only last two years, 
and that applicants have to fight their 
way through considerable bureaucracy. 

Mr Cairns wrote to Deputy First 
Minister leuan Wyn Jones, who is in 
charge of transport at the Welsh 
Assembly. 

He urged Mr Jones to look again at the 
procedures involved to see if they could 
be simplified to make life a bit easier for 
disabled drivers. 

He said: “I have now had a letter back 
from leuan Wyn Jones and I am delight¬ 
ed to say that he has accepted my argu¬ 
ment and intends to increase the period 
that the badges are valid for to five years. 

“He is now going out to consultation 
on this proposal, but has said it will be 
given priority. 

“This will save disabled drivers hav¬ 
ing to go through the application proce¬ 
dure every two years. It should make a 
big difference to people all over Wales.”

Prevention of den¬ 
tal disease is better 
than treatment. 

Veterinary dentistry is 
all about making pets 
healthier and happier, 
and seeing the benefits 
that this brings to our 
pets and their relation¬ 
ships with their owners. 

We can infer that our 
pets are in pain if we 
note: 

• Reluctance to play. 
Sometimes dogs will 
gradually lose interest in 
chewing or playing with 
toys. 

However as this is 
often a gradual change, 
we might think that they 
have simply lost interest 
in a particular toy. 

• Reluctance to eat. 
It is only at the far 
extreme of dental dis¬ 
ease that dogs will stop 
eating - although you 
may notice earlier 
changes, such as 
favouring one side of the 
mouth, or dropping food 
from the mouth when 
eating. 

Sometimes, dogs 
might appear to have 
difficulty in picking up 
food, or be reluctant to 
chew on dry food 

• Pawing at the 
mouth. Sometimes oral 
pain can lead to a dog 
repeatedly scratching at 
their mouth - sometimes 
enough to make their 
face bleed. 

• Pain on examina¬ 
tion. A reluctance to 
allow full examination of 
the mouth may indicate 
pain. If a swelling on the 
side of the face appears 
to be painful when it is 


touched - it may be 
associated with an 
underlying tooth root 
abscess. 

If your dog’s mouth is 
very painful, your vet 
will need to use a seda¬ 
tive or an anaesthetic to 
properly assess the situ¬ 
ation. 

THE MOUTH IS 
A ‘WINDOW’ 
The mouth can show 
signs of many dis¬ 
eases. 

This is why veterinary 
surgeons will always try 
and check the mouth and 
gums as part of their 
routine examinations. 

Kidney disease can 
produce ulceration and 
bad breath. Liver disease 
can show as jaundice or 
yellowing of the gums. 

Blood clotting disor¬ 
ders can often first show 
themselves as bleeding 
of the gums. Severe dia¬ 
betes can be detected as 
an acetone (nail varnish 
remover) smell to the 
breath. 

Various auto-immune 
disorders can show as 
lesions in the mouth or 
lips. Salivary gland dis¬ 
ease can lead to 
swellings and sometimes 
pain. 

There are many other 
conditions that can pro¬ 
duce oral symptoms. 

Many veterinary sur¬ 
geons regard the mouth 
as the “window to the 
core” - certainly oral 
examination is a vitally 
important part of any 
health check. 

It is obviously sensi¬ 
ble to get your dog used 
to having their mouth 
examined from an early 
age. 

NEW PRODUCTS 
There are some new 
products that can be 
applied to the teeth 
to help keep them 
healthy after clean¬ 
ing. 

The most exciting of 
which is Dentagen Wax. 
This contains a plant 
extract called RF2 which 
has some highly interest¬ 
ing properties. 

It affects the fluidity 
of bacterial membranes 
and effectively prevents 
the plaque biofilm from 


forming. This is specifi¬ 
cally targeting the start¬ 
ing point of most dental 
disease. 

Ask your vet for more 
details. 

THE PERILS 
OF PLAY 
Throwing sticks for 
dogs is regarded as 
normal - however, it 
can frequently lead 
to terrible injuries to 
the mouth and gums. 

Bones, either cooked 
or raw, frequently lead to 
problems with fractured 
teeth. Chewing on bones 
can help with cleaning 
the teeth - however the 
disadvantages (potential 
constipation, fractured 
teeth, bones getting 
stuck in the digestive 
tract etc.) means that it 
is not recommended.

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One man reminisces on competitions and 
asks the question, "why do we plough?’ 


A LOT of peo¬ 
ple wonder 
what these 
ploughing competi¬ 
tions are all about - 
well for me, plough¬ 
ing competitions 
started at a local 
vintage club match 
back in the 1990s. 

My interest in agricul¬ 
ture itself began when I 
was a young boy spend¬ 
ing my school holidays 
on my uncles’ farm in 
Devon. Those carefree 
holidays nurtured my 
interest in tractors, 
machinery and agricul¬ 
ture into my adult years. 

Many ploughmen are 
in some way or another 
connected to farming or 
the countryside, and par¬ 
ticipating in ploughing 
matches is a way of 
keeping in touch with 
the farming community 
and the countryside. 

When I was in my 
early 20s, I had an inter¬ 
est in stationary engines 
and joined a local vin¬ 
tage machinery club to 
take my interest further. 

After making a few 
friends at the club, I 
found quite a few of 
them had vintage trac¬ 
tors and I thought that 
getting a vintage tractor 
would be the next step. 


As luck would have 
it, my uncles had bought 
a new tractor for the 
farm, so I purchased 
their now redundant 
David Brown 990 
implematic. This tractor 
was the first vehicle that 
I learnt to drive as a 
young boy on the farm. 

After owning the trac¬ 
tor for a while, I pur¬ 
chased a David Brown 
three furrow plough to 
go with tractor. 

My first attempts at 
ploughing were on my 
father-in-law’s allot¬ 
ments and this really 
kick-started my passion 
for it. I decided to give 
the local vintage plough¬ 
ing match a go. 

My first attempt was 
interesting to say the 
least, but with lots of 
people willing to show 
me the ropes, I soon 
picked up the basics. 

I soon found out that 
for ploughing matches 
you need equipment that 
is built for the job. An 
ordinary plough is fine 
for a field but for match 
work, the plough and 
tractor need to be fit for 
the purpose, and so over 
the following 10-15 
years, I have been get¬ 
ting my ploughing out¬ 
fits as I need them to be. 

You can’t exactly go 
and buy a match-ready

plough off the shelf; 
well you can, but you do 
need very deep pockets 
and most ploughmen tai¬ 
lor their outfits to their 
own particular style. 

I also enjoy the 
mechanical side of the 
ploughing by maintain¬ 
ing and modifying the 
ploughs and tractors to 
suit my own needs. 

Match ploughing is 
very much a trial and 
error activity. What 
works well on one piece 
of ground may not on 
another. So over those 
years, my ploughing was 
a bit hit and miss, trying 
different ploughs and 
getting the tractor right. 

I now own three trac¬ 
tors, ah David Browns. 
Most ploughmen will 
have an affinity with a 
certain make of tractor, 
as the usual story is “that 
is what father had on the 
farm” and so they stick 
with what they know. 

My uncles always had 
DBs so that is why I 
have got them. The 
1962, 990 implematic 
and an earlier 1955, 30D 
both worked on the farm 
in Devon and my third 
tractor is a 1968, 780 
selectamatic. This tractor 
came from a dairy farm 


in Somerset and was 
originally supplied by 
Cox & Sons of 
Somerset. 

I bought the tractor 
from Eddie Hocking 
Farm Machinery 
Services of Penzance. 
This is the main tractor 
that I do my ploughing 
with nowadays, as it is 
the lightest tractor to 
transport. 

With ploughing 
matches, the competi¬ 
tions are grouped into 
ages of the tractors and 
ploughs, so you start off 
with the horse drawn 
ploughs and then move 
into the trailer ploughs. 

These are essentially 
modified horse ploughs 
with the tractor taking 
the place of the horse 
and the plough can only 
be towed by the tractor. 

The tractors and 
ploughs for this class 
have to be built prior to 
1960, but you usually 
find that the tractors are 
anywhere from 1940s up 
to the 1960s. 

The next class is the 
vintage hydraulic class. 
Again, this is for tractors 
and ploughs up to 1960, 
but the difference in the 
plough is that the plough 
is attached to the trac¬ 


tor’s 3-point linkage 
(invented by Harry 
Ferguson, and it first 
appeared on the 
Ferguson/Brown trac¬ 
tors) and can be lifted 
out of the ground by the 
tractor hydaulics. 

The next class is the 
classic. This is for trac¬ 
tors and ploughs 
between 1960-1976. 
Basically, this is when 
the semi-digger type of 
ploughs came into being. 

The next is the semi 
digger class or ‘World 
Style’. This is the mod¬ 
ern competition style of 
ploughing and usually 
needs a larger tractor, 
sometimes a four-wheel 
drive to pull the plough, 
and with hydraulically 
operated linkage on 
them. 

The next class is the 
reversible class. These 
ploughs are the two way 
types that can plough in 
either direction, and 
again the ploughs need a 
larger tractor to pull and

and what worked well in

deeper, or wider? Are 
the s ki mmers working 
well? (These are small 
blades at the front of the 
mouldboard that take off 
the top trash and bury it 
in the bottom of the fur¬ 
row). 

It’s always worth hav¬ 
ing a look at what your 
neighbour is doing to 
check if he’s doing any¬ 
thing different to you, 
and if that’s working 
better or not. 

One of the essential 
requirements of plough¬ 
ing matches is having an 
eye for a straight line, 
and then being able to 
keep the plough in that 
straight line - which is 
easier said than done! 

At the beginning of a 
match you need set up 
your sighting rod from 


around the first furrow. 

If you get that bit 
right, then with practice 
and experience, a good 
plot should follow. 

I thoroughly enjoy the 
atmosphere at the match¬ 
es. You soon build up 
friendships once you get 
to know the other 
ploughmen. Everybody 
is willing to lend a hand 
or give advice, and I get 
a great sense of achieve¬ 
ment when I plough a 
good and tidy plot. 

If I manage to pick up 
a prize, well that’s a 
bonus on top of an 
enjoyable day out. 

Once you do start to 
win prizes, there can be 
a certain rivahy between 
the top ploughmen, but 
it is always good 
natured, with a bit of leg 
pulling thrown in for 
good measure! 

With a bit of luck. 

I’ve got a good few 
years of ploughing ahead 
of me, as there is no age 
limit to ploughing. 

It’s great to see the 


one end of the plot to the older generation still 


other. If you don’t get 
this part right, the rest of 
the match won’t go well 
either, as it’s imperative 
that the first furrow 
across the field is 
straight as an arrow, as

iLOUGHING and hedge 
laying competitions have 
been part of the rural 
scene of Wales for almost 200 
years. 

The earliest event was recorded on 
Anglesey in 1814, where 40 wooden 
ploughs were drawn by oxen. They 
remained parish affairs until the late 
1940s, when motor transport became 
available and competitors could travel 
further afield to test their skills against 
ploughmen from distant areas. 

With this in mind, the idea of an 
All-Wales ploughing championships 
was bom and in October 1958, the 
first Welsh national event was held in 
Walton, Radnorshire, and the first 
champion ploughman of Wales was a 
Glamorgan man - Mr Henry Jones of 
Gower. 

Since then, a Welsh ploughing 
championship has been held annually. 


travelling to a different county each 
year. 

After many successful years, 
enough capital was accumulated to 
allow Wales to join the World 
Ploughing Association and every year 
since 1990, Welsh champion plough¬ 
men and mnners up have competed in 
the World Ploughing Championships. 

These have taken place in New 
Zealand, Australia, Slovenia and the 
Czech Republic to name a few. 

On September 18, these champi¬ 
onships return to Glamorganshire to 
an excellent grassland site at Boverton 
Place Farm, near Llantwit Major. 

Together with tractor ploughing 
will be the ever-popular horse plough¬ 
ing - a step back in time where ani¬ 
mal and man worked in harmony. 

The horse harness is decorated with 
gleaming brasses and bells, which is a 
rare and wonderful sight.

P AUL Rudd’s 
ascent up the 
ladder of 

Hollywood has been 
a long time coming. 

Probably most well 
known for his recurring 
role in Friends as 
Phoebe’s boyfriend/hus¬ 
band Mike, Rudd was 
already developing a big 
screen career, taking 
small supporting roles in 
mainstream films 
{Romeo and Juliet, 
Clueless) while landing 
leads in independent 
work such as Neil 
LaBute’s The Shape of 
Things. 

However, it was affili¬ 
ation with Judd 
Apatow’s comedy jug¬ 
gernaut that brought him 
to wider notice, with 
Rudd making the leap to 
leading man in the likes 
of Role Models and I 
Love You, Man. 

He follows these up 
by teaming with Steve 
Carrell for Dinner for 
Schmucks, based on 
French comedy Le diner 
de cons. Rudd plays 


Tim, an analyst whose 
dreams of promotion 
hinge on him making 
contact with a Swiss bil¬ 
lionaire (David 
Walliams). 

Impressed by Tim’s 
move, his boss (Bruce 
Greenwood) says his 
promotion will be sealed 
at a dinner where guests 
bring along someone 
‘unique’ whom they can 
make fun of. 

When Tim, literally, 
runs into Barry (Steve 
Carrell), his hobby of 
mouse taxidermy makes 
him an ideal candidate; 
but before long, Barry is 
causing untold chaos in 
Tim’s professional - 
and personal - life.

every right to think that 
Dinner for Schmucks 
would be one of the 
comedy films of the year 
- not so. 

Instead, save for a 
few moments of hilarity, 
... Schmucks is a drawn- 
out, far too nonsensical 
affair that does little 
except tarnish the repu¬ 
tations of those 
involved, and is far from 
the laugh-a-thon that you 
would hope for. 

The blame cannot be 
fully laid at the door of 
the performers, who are 
struggling with material 
that doesn’t fully work 
in the first place, yet 
some manage to pull it 
off better than others. 
Paul Rudd is never less 
than watchable as a 
screen presence, yet 
where his stock has been 
in everyman roles where 
he can really create com¬ 
edy, here he is given a 
character who is a little 
bit more cynical and 
unlikeable, and Rudd 
doesn’t quite nail the 
character, unsure 
whether to play him as 
complicit or non-com- 
plicit in making fun of

comedy touch in the few 
scenes she’s afforded. 

In the director’s chair. 
Jay Roach fails to 
muster any of the magic 
that has sprinkled his 
previous forays, the film 
feeling visually dull and 
lacking in any comedic 
spark. Roach has

shown an innate ability 
to mine maximum 
laughs from set-pieces, 
yet there is nothing here 
that plays to his 
strengths - though the 
climax fits the bill. 
Roach doesn’t bring any 
life to it at ah, the 
sequence feeling flat and 
lifeless. 

He also fails to really 
mesh the story together, 
the pace of the film 
almost painfully slow, 
and the near two-hour 
running time does it 
absolutely no favours 
whatsoever, with a good 
20 minutes or so far 
from vital to the film. 

However, the film’s 
biggest weakness is a 
script that tries to be 
funnier than it actually 
is, and can’t quite decide 
what tone to take. 
Scriptwriters David 
Guion and Michael 
Handelman seem to be 
unsure whether Tim and 
his fellow workers 
should be ashamed of 
their willingness to 
mock these people. 

The writers’ inability 
to square their attitude to 
this means you are never 


quite sure whether Tim’s 
actions are funny or 
shameful. It also tries 
too hard to create 
moments of farce and 
slapstick that don’t quite 
work out, leaving the 
actors, ah of whom are 
skilled comedians, feel¬ 
ing a little lost at sea, 
something that leaves 
the end product feeling 
weak and lacking. 

It’s a shame, as the 
talent involved should 
have meant that Dinner 
for Schmucks would 
have been a three- 
course, gourmet comedy 
experience; as it is, it is 
more like a microwave 
meal, lacking in any real 
sustenance and immedi¬ 
ately forgettable. 

VERDICT: A weak 
effort from all con¬ 
cerned, Dinner for 
Schmucks is an inauspi¬ 
cious outing for all of 
those involved. While 
Steve Carrell offers an 
enjoyable, off-the-wall 
turn, the rest of the per¬ 
formances struggle to hit

THE SYCAMORE TREE IS JOINING 
THE VALE’S ‘PLACES TO EAT CLUB! 


T here have 
been changes 
at the 

Sycamore Tree in 
Colwinston in 
recent months - 
and it dates from 
the arrival of hus¬ 
band and wife 
team Andy and 
Angela Jarrett. 

When they took over, 
they were aware that the 
pub had had some diffi¬ 
cult times in recent 
years, but they felt 
strongly that 
Colwinston was the 
type of community 
where a well-run opera¬ 
tion could thrive. 

Now, after a refur¬ 
bishment, and the 
arrival of chef Alex 
Baillie-Scott, things are 
looking good. As a 
Brains pub, the tenants 
have been road testing 
the Cardiff brewers’ 
beers to find the best 
combination, but they 
have a completely free 
hand with the menu. 

When Andy and 
Angela were settling in, 
she did the cooking, 
with the accent on tradi¬ 
tional home-cooked fare 
such as steak and ale 
pie. 

Now, they are mov¬ 
ing on to the next level, 
and have coined the 
phrase “relaxed, but 
with a twist of fine din¬ 


ing” to sum up their 
culinary philosophy. 

As a result, the GEM 
dropped in to eat one 
evening and try some of 
the specialities of the 
house. 

Choosing was not 
easy, and the honey- 
roasted belly pork with 
caramelised onion, 
coriander and citrus 
juice was very tempt¬ 
ing, particularly as 
crispy crackling was 
promised! 

The pan-fried mack¬ 
erel with chorizo and 
braised leeks was an 
intriguing combination 
too. 

However, an 8oz 
rump steak, served with 
escargots in a garlic 
parsley sauce was the 
dish that caught my eye 
in the end, and it proved 
a good choice, with the 
steak cooked exactly as 
ordered, and the sauce 
full of flavour. The 
escargots, incidentally, 
complemented the meat 
very well. 

My companion chose 
one of the day’s spe¬ 
cials, chicken stuffed 
with ham, cheese, and 
Dijon mustard, with 
home-made coleslaw 
and honey-roasted com 
on the cob. 

Again, the mix of 
flavours that accompa¬ 
nied the chicken worked 
really well, making 
each mouthful one to 


savour. She was very 
taken also with the 
coleslaw, which had a 
real zing to it. 

Both meals came 
with chips or new pota¬ 
toes, and we both went 
for the chips - which 
were hand cut and 
absolutely great. 

Chips are often a 
good test of a restau¬ 
rant, and these passed 
that test with flying 
colours. 

For dessert, I went 
for the bread and butter 
pudding - or rather, the 
ciabatta baked in 
Baileys and vanilla 
cream custard, topped 
with raisins and an apri¬ 
cot preserve. Quite sim¬ 
ply, it tasted as good as 
it sounds. 

My companion’s 
choice was a traditional 
sticky toffee pudding, a 
favourite of hers, and it 
did not disappoint. 

My only regret was 
that we forgot to starve 
ourselves during the 
day, and therefore 
decided to pass on the 
starters. With options 
such as chicken, mush¬ 
room and tmffle soup 
(only £3.50!), or roasted 
scallop cocktail with 
soft herbs and boiled 
egg - and considering 
the ability of the chef - 
that was definitely an 
error. 

Diners at the 
Sycamore Tree Inn can 



expect a three-course 
meal to cost between 
£17-£23, excluding 
drinks, and there is a 
sensible wine list, with 
a good mix from vari¬ 
ous countries, all rea¬ 
sonable priced. 

There is also an 
Italian night, with the 
meal costing £9.95 
including the first drink 
free, and a curry night 
at £8.95, also with the 
first drink free. 

There is already a 
healthy demand for 
Sunday lunches, where 
a two-course meal 
(served between 12pm 
and 4pm) is just £9.95.

HARDLY a week 
goes by without a 
trainer from 
Bridgend county 
borough or the 
Vale saddling a 
winner or two, and 
last week was no 
exception. 

Aberthin’s Tim 
Vaughan landed a dou¬ 
ble at Huntingdon with 
Carrick Oscar and 
Walamo, Kenfig Hill’s 
John Elint won with Mr 
Money Maker at Bath 
and Kenfig Hill permit 
holder Delyth Thomas 
made headlines in most 
of the national and 
sporting press when her 
Am 1 Blue landed a huge 
gamble at Hereford 
Races. 

Carrick Oscar, part¬ 
nered by R J Kihoran, 
won by a length from 
the Evan Williams 
trained William Butler 
and Walamo, well rid¬ 
den by Llanharan’s Tom 
David, scored by two- 
and-a-quarter lengths 
from the favourite 
Rocketeer. 

Mr Money Maker, 
under Russ Kennemore, 
won by a length from 
Petomic at odds of 8-1. 

However, it was Am 1 
Blue’s runaway win at 
Hereford that had race¬ 
goers all over the coun¬ 
try talking, as the four- 
year-old filly, who was 
down to be ridden by 
Cowbridge’s Deano 
Coleman - but who was 
replaced by leading 
jockey Richard Johnson 
- and who had some 
‘woeful’ form, caused 
one of the biggest racing 
shocks in years. 

Backed from 33-1 to 
5-1, Am 1 Blue, who 
used to be owned by 
Cardiff bookmaker 
David Lovell and 
trained by Tim Vaughan, 


passed the winning post 
an unchallenged 19- 
length winner after lead¬ 
ing throughout and 
according to her owner- 
trainer, “jumping like a 
stag.” 

Having been beaten 
88 lengths when finish¬ 
ing last in her previous 
race, it was little wonder 
that the stewards, who 
incidentally accepted 
Mrs Thomas’s explana¬ 
tion, had her up before 
them. 

Mrs Thomas told me: 
“Am 1 Blue had a bad 
shoulder and back prob¬ 
lems but we sorted them 
out with the help of 
Anabel Thomas, a local 
woman who is some¬ 
thing of a miracle work¬ 
er with horses.” 

As for the massive 
gamble on the horse, 
she told me she only 
had £10 each way on 
the tote and has no idea 
how it came to be 
wagered on so heavily. 

Bookmakers claim to 
have lost a six figure 
sum and the British 
Horse Racing Authority 
is to investigate, “...as it 
is vital for the integrity 
of the sport that ah the 
facts are established” 
said a spokesman. 

Mrs Thomas may 
have trained only one or 
two winners under rules, 
but she is one of the 
country’s leading train¬ 
ers as far as Arabian 
horse racing is con¬ 
cerned. In the 15 or so 
years she has been 
involved in the sport, 
she has saddled more 
than 100 winners and 
only recently won the 
season’s top race with 
16-1 shot Jamahir.

A RECORD atten¬ 
dance at Llantwit 
Major Supper Club 
welcomed Blues’ coach 
Dai Young and several 
coaches and players 
from the region who 
impressed with their 
style of play as they 
won the Amlin 
Challenge Cup in 
France last season. 

By the end of the 
evening, there were 
many willing to place a 
wager on Cardiff Blues 
lifting the Magners 
League and Heineken 
Cup this campaign! 

Many were also pres¬ 
ent to show appreciation, 
support and gratitude to 
unofficial supper club 
chairman David East, 
who is leaving the Vale. 
This was the 28th gath¬ 
ering and David was in 
brilliant form as he con¬ 
trolled proceedings with 
the passion, humour and 
modesty that has become 
his trademark. 

Following a scrump¬ 
tious sausage and mash 
dinner provided and 
served by the Fourth 
Horseshoe Caterers, 
David began with the 


WITH the start of 
the league season

The tireless sec¬ 
retary of Glamorgan 
County RFC, affection¬ 
ately known as Mr 
Silver Ball for his 
involvement in the pres¬ 
tigious cup competition, 
Howard makes no secret 
of how much he enjoys 
supper club evenings. 

Next to be unveiled 
were the Blues contin¬ 
gent of guests. Firstly, 
Gwilym Griffiths, the 
media man who helped 
make it possible for the 
coaches and players to 
attend. 

Xavier Rush is recog¬ 
nised as one of the finest 
ball carriers in the mod¬ 
ern game and is a firm 
favourite with the Blues’ 
supporters, who chose 
him as supporters’ club 
‘player of the year’. 

The Blues are delight¬ 
ed to retain the services 
of the New Zealand 
powerhouse whose 
aggressive power play, 
attitude, commitment 
and superb leadership 
qualities set a great 
example to others both 
on and off the field. 

Dafydd Hewitt joined 
Cardiff from Llantwit 
Major RFC at the start 
of the 2004/05 season 
and immediately made a 
big impression as a skil¬ 
ful and creative midfield 
player. 

In 2008, he made his 
Blues’ debut and he was 
a member of the Wales 
World Cup winning 7 s 
squad. Having secured a 
Blues’ contract, he is 
hotly tipped to become 
involved in the Welsh 
set-up this season. 
LLANTWIT BOY 

John Yapp is another 
Llantwit product who 
burst onto the Cardiff 
club scene as an 18- 
year-old. He earned his 
first cap for Wales in 
February 2005 in the Six 
Nations win over 
England, and is set to 
challenge again for fur¬ 
ther honours this season. 

Justin Burnell was an 


abrasive back rower in 
his playing days when 
he represented 
Pontypridd, Cardiff and 
Bridgend. 

In 2003/04, he 
became director of rugby 
for the Blues’ regional 
academy, before moving 
on to become forwards 
coach with the Blues. He 
has helped improve links 
between feeder clubs 
and the regional sides 
and gained success on 
the international scene 
when he led Welsh 
schools/under-19s to a 
unique double over their 
Australian counterparts. 

Dai Young is not a 
ranter and a raver as a 
coach. He carefully bal¬ 
ances the carrot and the 
stick to get the best out 
of his players. He has 
made the transition from 
player to coach due to 
the amount of respect 
the players have for him. 
Dai says coaching is the 
easy bit, man manage¬ 
ment is far more diffi¬ 
cult. 

At Cardiff, he has set 
out a code of conduct 
that is all about putting 
the team ahead of your¬ 
self. With 51 caps - the 
most capped Welsh prop 
until Adam Jones broke 
the record last season - 
Dai is the only player to 
tour with the Lions in 
three different decades. 

Rugby means a lot to 
Dai. Ever since he was a 
kid, rugby has been his 
life. It is the only thing 
he wanted to do, follow¬ 
ing in his dad and 
uncle’s footsteps. His 
sons are also keen rugby 
players. 

These days there 
appears to be a missing 
generation of props in 
rugby, as clubs at grass 
roots level struggle to 
field front rows. Any 
youngster would do well 
to reflect on what Dai 
Young has achieved, and 
in the Welsh squad at the 
moment we have the 
world No 1, Gethin 
Jenkins. 

Bom in Aberdare, he 
became a world 
renowned tight head 
prop, making his Welsh 
debut as a 19-year-old 
against England at 
Brisbane in the 1987 
World Cup. After diffi¬ 
cult years where Cardiff 
were called serial under¬ 
achievers, Dai took the 
pressure on those power¬ 
ful shoulders and now, 
particularly after the fan¬ 
tastic Amlin Challenge 
Cup win, he is finally 
winning the plaudits of 


his critics - though sev¬ 
eral English clubs have 
expressed interest in his 
services! Cardiff won 
with a style that could 
serve as a role model for 
most mgby clubs - 
based on simplicity. 

Rather than mate a 
speech, Dai opted to 
take questions from the 
floor and what followed 
was one of the longest 
grillings given to any 
guest at supper club, but 
no matter how awkward, 
pointed, poignant or flip¬ 
pant the question, Dai’s 
response was impres¬ 
sive, thoughtful, analyti¬ 
cal, diplomatic and sen¬ 
sible, mixed, of course, 
with humour and a hint 
of sarcasm on occasions. 
CHANGES 

The first question was 
“what did Dai think are 
the major changes in 
today’s game compared 
to when he was play¬ 
ing?” 

Dai’s response was 
that the game at the top 
level had changed 
almost out of recognition 
in just eight years. He 
was amazed at the 
changes in the game at 
the sharp end, in terms 
of fitness levels, size and 
strength of the players 
and the incredibly 
intense scmtiny they are 
put under by analysts 
and critics. 

There is also a huge 
increase in the number 
of people involved with 
the squad, apart from the 
mgby coaches - for¬ 
wards, backs, attack, 
defence - you have 
kicking coaches, fitness 
and conditioning coach¬ 
es, dieticians, analysts, 
and physios. 

Dai was asked how 
much support do the top 
clubs give players for 
life after rugby? Dai said 
he and others readily 
recognise the need for 
guidance on this subject 
and a lot is now being 
done. Being a father of 
mgby-playing sons he 
can particularly relate to 
this query. 

On the subject of 
players changing clubs 
and an apparent lack of 
loyalty, Dai said there is 
a pyramid of develop¬ 
ment from grass roots 
upwards but players 
should only move to 
improve. 

For example, Llantwit 
is a feeder club for the 
Blues and has a strong 
contingent in Bridgend 
and Glamorgan 
Wanderers of former 
youth and senior players. 


and as long as they don’t 
forget where their roots 
are, that is a positive 
step. 

When questioned 
about his path as a 
coach, with tough early 
years often leading to 
calls for his head, Dai 
gave a very forthright 
answer. He said it has 
never been about me. It 
is a team effort when 
you win, but when you 
lose it is the coach’s 
fault! 

As regards selection, 
Dai pointed out that it is 
sometimes necessary to 
prioritise games or rest 
star players and that he 
realised that a slow start 
last season cost the 
Blues in the league. 
FOREIGN STARS 

Again on foreign 
players, the question was 
asked, what have they 
got that Welsh players 
lack? Xavier Rush inter¬ 
jected here to point out 
that he feels New 
Zealanders have a win 
mentality and a confi¬ 
dence in their ability, a 
confidence to compete 
with anyone. They have 
a work hard ethic, and 
train as they play - 100 
per cent. 

When asked about his 
toughest opponent, Dai 
chose New Zealander 
Ian MacDowell as the 
hardest prop he faced, 
while he greatly respect¬ 
ed David Sole of 
Scotland who was a 
tenacious adversary. 

In mgby league, the 
late John Holmes 
(Leeds) took Dai under 
his wing while Rob 
Petruie was a fearful 
opponent. Staying on the 
subject of his league 
days, he said how much 
he admired those players 
who, apart from the 
superstars, were often 
playing for their bread 
and butter. 

It is a game where 
you need to earn the 
respect of opponents and 
team mates alike, and he 
named Jonathan Davies 
as the best player ever to 
go north. He was a play¬ 
er who certainly earned 
respect. 

To tremendous 
applause, Dai Young 
eventually managed to 
sit down after an hour 
and 10 minutes, having 
once again accomplished 
something he has done 
in both rugby union and 
mgby league - earned 
great respect. 

Even the hard-nosed 
Scarlets’ fan present 
could not help but want 
success for a dedicated, 
determined coach who 
showed great physical 
fitness and toughness in 
the hurly-burly of the 
scmm as a player and 
now shows mental 
toughness and a great 
understanding of the 
game as a coach. 

David East presented 
Dai Young with a com¬ 
memorative Supper Club 
Dragon which was fol¬ 
lowed by another stand¬ 
ing ovation. 

Normally, this is the 
end of proceedings but 
on this occasion, Dewi 
Evans took the mike to 
thank David East on

Dewi, Mai Thomas, 
Keith Payne, Graham 
Lane and Graham 
Morgan, an idea had 
become a fantastic occa¬ 
sion, enjoying superb 
support from sponsors, 
guests and attendees, 
and David called on 
everyone present to 
ensure that the dream is 
kept alive. The supper 
club must not fail. 

As someone said,
